a frame fi)-with a membrane clamped in-it therein, the frame fl^omprising two 
lateral, essentially vertically running side parts (2, 3) and two essentially horizontally running 
u pper and lower cross-pieces (1, 5) , connecting the side parts (2, 3) , and the upper cross-piece 
(§)-interconnecting the two side parts (2, 3) at feeif upper ends thereof, and the lower cross- 
piece (4)-interconnecting the two side parts (2, 3) in th e r e gion of th e us e r's lumbar spine , and 
the frame (4)-being suspended in the middle of the lower cross-piece (4^n a backrest 
support (6)-comprising twe first and second legs (7, 8) running extending under the seat, 
characteriz e d in that wherein: 

- the backrest support (6)-is connected to the frame (i)-in one piece, 

- the frame fi)-and the backrest support (6) connected te4t thereto in one piece 
comprises an injection moulding molding made of a glass fibre r e inforc e d glass-fiber- 
reinforced polyamide resin, preferably a polyarylamide, 

the moulding molding is hollow apart from the central region of the upper cross-piece 
(5)-and the first and second legs (7, 8) of the backrest support-{6), and 

- the twe first and second legs (7, 8 ) of the backrest support (6)-run together in a 
connecting piece-(4-8), and the connecting piece (18) r uns smoothly and uninterruptedly into 
the lower cross-piece (4)-of the frame-(l). 
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Claim 2 (Currently Amended): Baolcrest A backrest according to Claim 1.

for the connection to the tilting mechanism, and in that wherein a fitting (13) which can b e 

fasten e d by scr e ws, is fastenable with a bearing (14) for receiving a neck support-(i5), is 

provided in the a middle portion of the upper cross-piece~(#). 

Claim 3 (Currently Amended): Baclcr e st A backrest according to Claim 1, 
charact e rized in that w hich comprises strip holders (16, 17) in which a band can be fast e n e d 
is fastenablerr,n for supporting the lordosis of the user's lumbar spine^ are provided on the 
t¥»^ side parts (2, 3) of the frame-(4^[[,]] at the a height of the lower cross-piece-(4). 

Claim 4 (Currently Amended): Baclcr e st A backrest according to Claim 2, 
charact e riz e d in that w herein in the bearing (14) at the fitting (13) on the upper cross-piece^ 
(5) th e r e is an extendable sleeve is pivotably mounte d a sleeve (19) , in which a bar^ (20) on 
which the a supporting plate (21) of the head cushion of the neck support ftS)-is fastened^ is 
provided in an e xtractablo mann e r . 

Claim 5 (Currently Amended): M e thod A method for producing a backrest 
according to Claim 1, charact e riz e d in that w hich comprises producing the moulding is 
produced molding by the a gas injection technique (GIT) . 
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
